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1. Freighters XVII XVIII - the former an export order for the USSR and the 
latter for Bulgaria - will undergo their first trial runs on 15 September 1956, 

2. Freighter XXII - called the THAEIKARN PIONIKRE - will have its first trial 
run at the end of October 1956*

3« The PERES VET (formerly the CASTOR) was handed over to the Soviets on 
25 August 1956. 

4. According to the original timetable, the KUSHK1 should have been handed over 
to the Soviets at the end of September 1956. As of 5 September 1956 >the 
engines were being tested; these tests revealed faults resulting in excess 
vibration and it is possible that the delivery date will not be met.

5. It had bean intended to deliver the torpedo boat TB-17 to the Soviets during 
July 1956. By the end of July 1956, however, the upper iialf of the foremast 
had been dismantled so as to permit the mounting of a new type of aerial. 

By 5 September 1956, the work had not progressed sufficiently for a clear 
idea of the aerial array to be ascertained.

6. The Geran U-Boat that was salvaged in the Baltic Sea at the end of Jura 1956 
is now officially known in the shipyard as OBJ&KT "A" . 
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7. Only 4 U-Boats of this particular typa wars avar constructed. At tha time of their 
construction In tha Neptunwerft in 1944, thay vara tha first of a nav typa; by tha and 
of tha war thosa that had not baan sunk vara dalibarataly dastroyad by tha Gernaca. Up 
to now only ona - OBJBKT "A " - has baan racovsrad and tha following is its da a c rip t ion. 1

8. During October and November 1956, the Neptunwerft expects to receive after salvaging 
(for refitting and repair) a destroyer and an 80CO-ton antibocm ship; both ships,, 
formerly belonging to the German Navy, were sunk in the Baltic Sea during World War II. 
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
